British Gunboats Put the. Re- 
treating Turks to Rout’ **”: 


Edmund Candler, . press. corres- 
pondent with. the: Mesopotamian. ar- 
Iny, sends this interesting story--of a 
fight on the Tigris below Bagdad be- 
tween -the flotilla of gunboats andthe 
retreating Turks; ~ ; 
“Our. gunboats and: cavalry ~ have 
turned the Turkish retreat into a 
rout. The ‘Tigris fleet has been wait- 
ing fifteen: months for this chance. 
Soon after passing Baghailah, 45 
miles up stream from Kut, the’ fleet 
came in contact with the Turkish in- 
fantry, who lined the bend and pour- 
de in a heavy fire. But it was at Nahr 
Kellah bend that the Turks made the 
most ustperale:egorts to hold us up. 
The river here turns back on itself 
in a complete hairpin bend, so that 
Passing vessels are under fire from 
three sides. Turkish artillery and ma- 
chine gun teams dug themselves in 
at the apex of the bend, raked the 
gunboats as they were coming and 
going, and fired point-blank at them 
as they passed. 
Our 12-pounder pom-poms and ma- 
chine guns. enfiladed the position as 
the vesscls went by{ pounding the 
Turkish trenches at 300 yards. It was 
a-hot corner for us. Both the quar- 
termaster and pilot in the “conning- 
tower .of one of the monitors were 
shot dead, and the captain entered 
just instime to save the vessel from 
running full steam ashore. 
“Swinging round the bend at 16 
knots, the fleet reached a point where 
the road comes in towards the river, 
and thelr machine \guns played havoc 
with the Turkish transport and gun 
teams. More enemy guns were aban- 
doned. Our horse artillery got.’ on 
to them at the same. time, and-after- 
wards we found the’ Turkish dead on 
the road. There was every sign — of 
panic and rout—bullocks still -alive 
and unyoked entangled in traces of 
trench mortar carriages, broken 
wheels, cast equipment, overturned 
limbers hundreds of live shells cf 
various calibres scattered over. tha 
country for miles., Every bend of the 
road told its tale of confusion and 
flight. Here there was a field post 
office with Turkish .money orders 
circling round in the wind. There 
‘vas a brand) new Mercedes motor 
car held up for. want of petrol. car- 
loads of small-arm ammunition, hats, 
boots, oil drums; things destroyed 
or half destroyed. ores , 
“Decapitated carcasses of stock 
which could not keep up with the 
rout and white columns of smcke 
ahead told ‘of further destruction. 
There was enough litter by the-road 
to keep the army in fuel for weeks. 
Then one saw a whole battery: of 
12-cm. field guns with their breech- 
locks removed, but buried too hastily 
near by, and betrayed. by.-an_ en- 
trenchment tool. 
“The gunboats, while keeping up a 
brisk fire on the bank, were also en- 
gaging the enemy’s shipping at an 
extreme range. Two- vessels. were 
soon seized—one of them had a. thou- 
sand. Turkish: wounded and‘ sick on 
board—and Firefly, the gunboat lost 
by. us at Ctesiphon, was next. cap- 
tured. A third ship, the Pioncer, 
which the enemy set on fire was 
saved, We captured: Baghailah, and 
the place yielded-a great quantity’ o 
bridging. material, ordnance stores, 
ammunition carts, tents, telephone 
wire, trench,-mortars and a. number 
of abandoned guns lying. half in the 
water on the left bank. - By . this 
time the enemy were moving on “a 
broad front as a disorganized rabble, 
no longer in organized columns of 
fours,”

“The emperor is indeed an ardent

An 
investigation was‘made of the whole 
matter, and everything points to the 
fact that for two months the Ger- 
mans held up all parcels in transit, 
and that the men got them at last, 
as many as twelve in one lot. 

The following ‘is a report given by 
the Hon. Robert Rogers in reply to 
a cable which was sent him while 
in London recently by the Manitoba 


Ked Cross asking him to “move 
heaven and earth” to get parcels 
through: 

“Your cable received. The first 


thing this morning I went to Hod- 
getts, and there met Mrs. Rivers- 
Bulkeley, who ‘has the niatter di- 
rectly in hand and we went into all 
details. The-real- difficulty is that 
transportation -obstacles prevented 
parcels reaching Germany during the 
past eight wecks. . This has caused] 
a tremendous amount of trouble, but 
it was‘entirely uncontrollable, and 
apparently the Red Cross office are 
doing all that can’ be possibly. done. 
I cannot find that they are to blame, 
from the examination I was able to 
inake this morning. I made it. clear 
that your only desire was to help 
prisoners’ and to relieve pressure in 
London. office here. 

“However, the difficulty in this is 
that the government here have found 
it impossible to allow parcels to go 
direct by treason of the fact that it 
was discovered that spies in Canada 
and elsewhere were transmiting in- 
formation to Germany through par- 
cels, which, the government-felt, had 
to be stopped. And, as you know, 
the rule is now that. no parcel can 
be accepted from the Red Cross here 
unless it’ bears their special ‘stamp, 
and .in that way passes the censor. 
I think the new plan now of having 
two parcels.a week to go by mail 
instead of one by express will greatly 
improve conditions.” 

The Toronto-Daily Star of May 15 
prints a cable dispatch, which states 
‘that the Canadian- Red Cross:in Lon- 
don has received over 8,000 — cards 
recently from, Germany acknowledg- 
ing parcels just received.. -One_inan 
acknowledged the. receipt “of twelve 
parcels’simultaneously. The men say 
‘most of. the. goods. arrive in good 
shape. The following is a quotation 
from the dispatch: 2 

“One escaped prisoner who recently 
reached London said: ‘If the men 
complain.- about the quality of the 
stuff sent them, don’t listen. If they 
complain about the quantity, they 
‘may deserve attention.’

Germany by 
dropping offa train and making off 
into the woods, says tinned goods 
are. often missing from parcels, Ger- 
man guards telling. the prisoners 
such things will be.given to the Brit- 
ish wounded. Batchelor added that 
all soap has been taken from prison- 
ers,’—Winnipeg Freo Press.

Must Be Checked 


A fine old clergyman is the Most 
Reverend Randall Thomas Davidson, 
born in 1848, and Archbishop of Can- 
terbury for fourtcen years. As. a 
scholar he knew much about.: wars 
without ever sceing a tented ficld or 
a trench at the front. His- protest 
in the. the-house of lords against the 
bombardment of Freiburg by British 
and. German. aviators, in which. elev- 
en persons were killed and twenty- 
seven injured, according to German 
accounts, is wholly understandable. 
He does not believe in “reprisals.” 

Yet the answer of Lord Curzon is 
irrefutable.-The sinking of hospital 
ships by German submarines in the 
nature of things cannot be puiished 
by executing the criminals. It can 
only be brought home to Germany 
by reprisals, in themselves inhumane, 
distinctly announced as such to the 
whole civilized world. 

It is with reluctance that “English 
men face this necessity. They re- 
gret the fate of non-combatants. But 
in some way, barbarities by Ger- 
mans must be checked, and this is 
the only remedy known to the tra- 
ditions of, war, the only remedy that 
suggests itself-to the keenest mod- 
ern intelligence.—Jirom the  Brook- 
lyn Eagle. :

The. Days. of Muddle are Ended by 
7p ys ~ General Maude 
‘Nothing more efficient than _ the 
lines of communications and .supplies 
serving the British forces in Meso- 
potamia can well be imagined. The 
days of muddle are ended and: order 
has been evolved out of chaos. All 
that human agency can do has been 
and is. being done to turn past fail- 
ures to success and prevent future 
breakdowns in organization. 
Communications by road, railway 
and-river -have been laid out.and de- 
veloped on a well-thought-out plan. 
Facilities for the loading and. unload- 
ing of vessels at Basra-are now on an 
adequate scale. Stores in abundance 
are available and methodically —con- 
trolled. Medical equipment has been 
introduced on a lavish scale, An am- 
ple water supply is assured-at every 
base and camp. 
Sanitation has been taken in hand. 
An anti-fly crusade is being carried 
on, though any appreciable diminu- 
tion of the fly plague can only -be 
achieved by herculean efforts and af- 
ter long time, The construction of 
public works, houses, stores, electric 
light plants, cold-storage, wharfage, 
docks, roads and: railways. goes. mer- 
rily on, and on so large a scale and 
of such solidity that it is not surpris- 
ing if the inhabitants of the country 
interpret these activities as denoting 
a determination on the part of the 
British visitor’to remain 2crmanently 
in Mesopotamia. 
The feeding of the troops from the 
firing line to the base is excellent, 
and in the army canteens there is an 
abundance of purchasable necessities 
and luxuries. 1a 
From Basra to Sheik Saad one may 
travel in considerable comfort in one 
of the “P” boats. of newest design, 
admirably adapted for their purpose, 
which is that of a.ferryboat. These 
boats are used for the rapid cvacua- 
tion of wounded when heavy fighting 
is going on, What is wanted for this 
purpose is as much clear deck space 
as possible and no frills. ‘The boats 
are admirably designed, adequately 
staffed and equipped with every con- 
ceivable comfort. 
Sheik Saad is the jumping-off place 
for troops, stores and Ammunition 
brought up, and for the transfer from 
rail and light vessels to larger shirs 
of sick and wounded going down to 
the base hospitals. Sheik Saad itself 
has two large hospitals, one for In- 
dians and one for Europeans, — and 
also a large casualty clearing: station. 
Elaborate arrangements exist for 
feeding the wounded - all alone the 
line, and on arrival at rail-head, and 


casualties is mostly of quite. brief 
duration, the facilities are as com- 
plete as those of a hospital in Eng- 


land, 

During the storming of Sanna-y- 
yat the first roar of bombardment 
began at 10 o'clock; the first wounded 
were in the field "ambulance at noon, 
and«at; 4 in ‘the afternoon were~ on 
their way down stream, their wounds 
dressed, their stomachs well filled, 
their cigarettes alight.

Germany’s Huge 
Human Sacrifice 


Continue to Lose Men-in Order. to 
Stave Off Defeat 


When the war is over tho percente 
age of men killed and. disabled in 
Germany will vastly exceed that of 
any of her foes. But since the lines 
that she holds are relatively short, 
she is still able to man them, She 
had more. than 8,000,000 to start with, 
Her own lists. showia loss of mora 
than 4,000,000 which means a perma- 
nent loss of about 2,000,000. Such 
figures as I can get suggest that her 
loss has been much greater, perhaps 
her permanent loss has bcen 3,000, 
000. But 5,000,000 are all that are 
necded to hold her lines and give her 
such reserves as she yet needs, how- 
ah greatly she may be outnumber 
ed. 

The military and political masters 
of Germany have decided that even 
the great human sacrifice, dispro- 
portionate to that of all other na- 
tions fighting, shall be borne by 
Germany rather than that they shall 
have to concede defeat or give up 
stolen territory. So far they have 
been able to persuade their people to 
stand by them; they have been able 
to do this because of the submarine 


and the Russian revolution. . We 
believe’ Germany is beaten, but we 
have no reasons of convincing the 


German people. They believe that 
the Allies must give over the battle 
before numbers win ~it for them. 
Even though we refuse to accept 
their logic, we must recognize that 
they accept. it and that their deter- 
mination to continue rests upon just 
as firm’ ground, so far as their minds 
are concerned, as docse our deter- 
mination. for us. 

In sum, the present indications all 
point to a campaign of 1918. De- 
spite German shortage of food, it 
now seems likely that Germany will 
weather. the ‘crisis of June and July 
and survive until the new crop be- 
gins to come in. This means -that 
there will be no surrender ,due_ to 
famine this. year. é : 

On the military side there is no 
present promise of a German col- 
lapse before snow flies, despite thu 
steady progress of British armies 
and the unmistakable superiority of 
the British over the Germans in ma- 
terial and men. — Further German 
retreats are assured, but there is no 
present indication that these re- 
treats will bring the Allies much be- 
yond: the Belgian frontier or within 
striking distance of Aix-la-Chapelle 
and the lower Rhine.—By Frank. H. 
Simonds in New, York Tribune.

“We have not come here as_ in- 
structors of the American republic, ° 
but it is important for one to pro- 
claim my unalterable conviction. that 
we have. reached ‘a crisis when the 
whole of civilization must rise up 
and voice its appeal for the prescr- 
vation of human liberty. 

“What has brought us together?" 
Mr. Balfour asked. “What is the

said, that America, has felt the men- 
ace of German autocracy, which he 
characterized as an “imminent and 
overmastering peril.”

It is 
the use by Germany of every civiliz- 
ed weapon to carry out the ends of 
pure barbarism. ; 

“The Germans have co-ordinated 
every means of science, not to better 
their own people but to dominate 
others. The world has been too full 
of unscrupulous ambitions for us not 
to recognize it in the present case. 
‘this is not an instance of an individ- 
ual genius, anothcr Napoleon, scek- 
ing to overcome the world, but some- 
thing far different, far more sinister 
-—an attempt to use every means of 
science to put the world underfoot. 
“Science has enormously expanded 
the-ways and means of destruction, 
but always it has been believed and 
koped that this world. would be con- 
trolled by considerations of humani- 
ty.’ We have been taught, however, 
a different lesson by the ruling force 
of Germany, we have been taught 
that war has been made morc hein- 
ous than ever. There is not a differ- 
ence in any part of the world that 
German diplomacy has not tried to 
increase, that German moncy has not 
triced“to aggravate. 
="This is the danger- we all have to 
meet. If we have seen the world wet 
with blood from America to the 
Straits of Dover, if we have seen hor- 
tor heaped upon.horror we can right- 
ily uttribute it to that enemy. Shall 
we, who know what freedom is, be 
the humble and obsequious servants 
of such a caste? The freedom of 
earth cannot do so and if any proof 
were necessary this great gathering 
of the three great democracies, unique 
in all the history of the world, would 
give that power. 

“Unless all we who love liberty 
unite we will all be destroyed piecc- 
meal... This is the great thought I 
offer.to you .tonight, not from a 
foreign country from across the 
geas,-but from a land of your friend 
end brother.”
